wr it# it, or why is it called the “Apos- 
t e3* Creed *? 
Please toll me where to 
find it in the Bible? 
(P. E.) 
Answer. — W hat 
is known 
among 
Christians as the ‘‘Apostles’ Creed,” 
was not written by the Apostles of our 
Lord, hence it is nowhere found in die 
Bible. As to its origin we quote from 
Moshem s Ecclesiastical History, a rec­ 
ognized authority, as follows: 
"There . 
la* indeed, extant, a brief summary of 
Christian doctrines, which Is called 
the APOSTLES’ CREED; aud Which, 
from the fourth century onward was 
attributed 
to 
Christ’s 
ambassadors 
themselves. 
Rut at this day. all who 
have any knowledge of antiquity, con­ 
fess unanimously that this opinion is 
a 
mistake, and has no foundation. 
Those judge far more wisely and ra­ 
tionally who think that this creed arose 
from small beginnings. and was grad­ 
ually e n la rg e as occasions required in 
order to exclude new errors from tile 
church.” 
It was probably given its 
name by those who prepared it. as 
signifying that, in their judgment, it 
contained only truths taught by the 
Apostles. 
It contains many truths but 
it is not wholly Scriptural. 
For in­ 
stance: 
"I believe in the resurrection 
of the body." whereas nothing in the 
Bible teaches that our bodies are to be 
resurrected. 
The Billie teaches that 
the soul will be resurrected. 
Of the 
resurrection the Apostle says. “Thou 
sow est not th at body that shall be 
* * * Rut God givetb it (the soul- 
being) a boily as it hath pleased Him 
and to each teed its own body.’’ Surely 
the Apostle was not speaking of the 
body when he uses the word “it," 
otherwise the body would have a body, 
therefore two bodies, which is absurd. 
Further he states. “ It (the soul-being) 
is sown a natural body; it (the soul 
being) is raised a spiritual boily. There 
is a natural body and there is a spirit 
aal body" (I Corinthians 15:35. 37. 44)

Mr. Barnett was a son of William 
H. and Charity Winton Snider Bar­ 
nett, Virginians. 
He was born in 
Ohio county, Ky„ May 3, 1835, and 
when 15 years old, in 1850, moved to 
Fayette county, Illinois, with his par­ 
ents. 
On October 26, 1859, he was 
married near Vandalia, 111., to Miss 
Malinda Perkins, who 
became 
the 
mother of nine children, and who 
died March 12. 1907. 
When the Civil war broke out Mr. 
Barnett enlisted as a private in Co. 
D. 154th regiment of Illinois infan­ 
try. and fought valiantly in behalf of 
the Stars and Stripes. 
At the close 
of hostilities he returned to Illinois, 
and soon thereafter, accompanied by 
his- wife and three children, started 
overland for Kansas. 
The Sunflower 
state 
was 
never 
readied, however, for on arrival in 
Sedalia, then a hamlet, on May 
6 , 
1865, Mr. Barnett was 
so 
pleased 
with the country and the people that 
he abandoned the contemplated jour­ 
ney to Kahsa* and located in the 
Queen of the Prairies instead. 
Here 
he had resided continuously since. 
Sedalia hover had a better citizen 
than R. W. Barnett. 
He stood for 
all that was hest, in life. He had been 
a member of the Baptist church since 
1859, he and his good wife having 
united 
with 
that 
denomination in 
Illinois one week after their mar­ 
riage. 
As husband, father and model 
citizen, he stood in the very front 
rank. 
Mr. Barnett w'as an aide to the late 
General Bacon Montgomery in recon­ 
struction days in Missouri, and later 
in life devoted something like thirty 
years to the duties of peace officer, 
In which capacity he was utterly fear­ 
less, knew no favorites, and made a 
record of which his 
children 
and 
friends are proud. 
For two terms he 
was city marshal of Sedalia, during 
the troublous strike period of 1885-86. 
Ho served one term as constable of 
Sedalia township, four years as depu­ 
ty constable under the late James 
Gossage, and four years as deputy 
sheriff under Ellis R- Smith. 
In ad­ 
dition, he served on the police force 
for a number of years, being appoint­ 
ed and confirmed by both republican 
and democratic 
administrations 
by 
reason of the excellent record he had 
made as a guardian of the peace, a 
good portion of the time when Seda­ 
lia was not as tranquil and law-abid­ 
ing as it is today.

TEACHERS WIN ON A RULING 


State Must Pay Them if School 
Is 
Closed During Contagion. 


W ith a 


Jefferson 
City, 
Mo., Nov. 14. 
A 
ruling benefiting public school teach­ 


ers wras made public yesterday by 
Attorney General Barker. 
It is held that unless there is a 
bttipulatiou to the contrary In the 
contract a teacher is entitled to and 
can enforce payment of salary for the 
time a school is closed on account of 
contagious diseases. 
The opinion was written because 
of a controversy recently waged be­ 
tween teachers and the school board 
of Stanberry. 
The attorney general holds that the 
law* does not provide that a school 
may be closed on account of the pres­ 
ence of contagious diseases, but that 
a child having such disease ma} be 
excluded. 
It also appears that the school can 
not be suspended or dismissed with­ 
out the consent of the board.of di­ 
rectors and the teacher’s contract to 
teach can be annulled only by the re­ 
vocation of the certificate and the 
destruction of the school house.

Rabbi Bernstein urged more ex­ 
tended missionary work at home in 
regard to social conditions in prefer­ 
ence to the work carried on in the 
heathen countries.

Gen. Huerta w-as notified early in 
the day that unless he returned an 
answer by 6 o’clock to the effect that 
he would prevent The newly-elected 
c o n g r e s s from convening and 
make 
this a c tio n k n o w n to members of the 
diplomatic 
corps by midnight the 
United States would have no further 
parleying with the Mexican .govern­ 
ment. 
Mr. Lind w-aited until 6 o’clock and 
received no answer 
He tli^n made 
arrangements for his departure for 
Vera Cruz at 8 o'clock. 
It was announced, however, 
that 
Gen. Huerta had one chance more— 
that if he took the action demanded 
by midnight the fact that he failed 
to reply to Mr. Lind wdthin the time 
specified would he overlooked.

the APOSTLES* CRUELL uud whivji, 
from the fourth century onward was 
attributed

ambassadors 
themselves. 
But at this day. all who 
have any knowledge of antiquity, con­ 
fess unanimously that this* opinion is

ti I is rake. anil has no foundation. 
Those judge far more wisely and ra­ 
tionally who think that this creed arose 
from small h**gtuuings. aud was grad* 
tinily enlarged as occasions required in 
or der to exclude new errors from the 
church."’ 
ll was probably given its 
name by those who prepared it, as 
signifying that. in their judgment, it 
contained only truths taught by the 
Apostle®. 
It contains many truths but 
it hi not wholly Scriptural.

stance: 
“I believe In the resurrection 
of the body/’ whereas nothing in the 
Bible teaches that our bodies are to be 
resurrected.

2:1). How then did our Lord preach to 
those fallen angels? We reply ti tat it* 
was a sermon Iii pantomime, in which 
actions spoke louder than words. 
The 
actions were these: These fallen angels 
beheld our Lord who had bumbled 
Himself to become a man. 
They be­ 
hold how Ile kept back nothing, even 
life itself, in obedience to the Father’s 
will.

TWO RUNS RYTHEFIRE LADS 


W'ere Made to the Homes of D. A. 
Fulls and Arthur Bratton. 


(From Tuesday’s Daily.) 
Fifty-two years ago today ex-Coun- 
ty Assessor J. A. Capon, of 813 East 
Sixteenth street, had his first experi­ 
ence in battle. 
It was on November 
ll, 1861, and took place on the banks 
of the Little Blue river, about ten 
miles southeast of Kansas City, Mo. 
The late Col. D. R. Anthony, of Lea­ 
venworth, Kas., with one hundred and 
ten men of Companies A. B and H, 
of the Seventh regiment, Kansas cav­ 
alry, attacked the 
Confederates 
in 
their camp, and a desperate battle 
was waged for three hours. 
The battleground was rough, hilly 
and rocky, and many hand to hand 
encounters occurred. 
The first Kansan shot was L G. 
W yrick, who was loading his carbine 
at the left side of Capen. He w'as hit 
squarely between the eyes and fell 
dead.

What Winning Christ Means— It Sig- 
nixies More Than a Reformation 
of Life and a Pursuit of 
Righteousness.

for the excellency of the knowledge 
of Christ Jesus my Ix>rd, * * * that 
I may win Christ.’* 
(Philippians 3:8.) 
The speaker said: 
Even saintly Christians seem but 
imperfectly to grasp the plain teach­ 
ings of the New Testament respect­ 
ing membership in the Body of Christ. 
Some assume that it is to be had on 
some basis of favoritism, and trust 
that they will be of the elect. Others 
thing that the Apostle is using fig­ 
ures of speech in an extreme fash­ 
ion, and vaguely hope that they be­ 
long to the right church and will at­ 
tain whatever others get, as in the 
success of a party in which all the 
victors share the spoils. 
No doubt the errors of the Dark 
Ages absorbed in childhood have been 
more or logs responsible for these va­ 
garies and for our general neglect of 
proper Bible study. It seems hard for 
the people of God to realize that the 
Wisdom from Above is the noblest 
science and the best instruction; and 
that i t needs intelligent and syste­ 
matic .study as much as do earthly 
sciences. 
But we are learning, and, 
thank God, progress is being made 
in unsectarian Bible study classes, 
which are springing up all over the 
world. 
Conversion Not Winning Christ. 
What is ordinarily termed conver­ 
sion is not what St. Paul refers to in 
our text as “winning Christ.” 
The 
word 
qonversion 
signifies “to turn 
about.” 
It implies 
that 
a 
wrong 
course has been pursued, that the 
error of the way has been detected, 
and that a change to* the proper one 
has been made. 
The w’rong course 
is the sinful course, which brings in­ 
jury and injustice on others. 
We 
never had a right to take that course; 
yet t© some extent we are excusable; 
for we were born with downward ten­ 
dencies, an inherited predisposition 
to sin. 
We inherited these depraved appe­ 
tites and tendencies from our fore­ 
fathers under the general laws of he­ 
redity. 
A realization that sin always 
brings sorrow’ is a sufficient reason 
for a change of course. 
Conversion, 
therefore, is merely the operation of a 
sane 
mind 
in 
turning about from 
things recognized 
to 
be 
injurious. 
Every sensible person should be con­ 
verted from sin to righteousness. 
Conversion may have Christ con­ 
nected with it, or it may not. 
Many 
are converted without any real knowl­ 
edge of the Gospel of Christ. 
They 
merely knew that they were going in 
a wrong direction, and turned about 
to take the proper course. 
Put this 
we can say, that only strong char­ 
acters can sucessfully pursue a right 
course, and strong characters are in 
the minority. 
Whether 
strong 
or 
weak in character, great aid will* sure­ 
ly be experienced by those who, at 
the time of their conversion, have a 
knowledge of Christ and an apprecia­ 
tion of His work and His teachings. 
Nothing else gives such fortitude 
as the hope set before us in the Gos­ 
pel, and the realization that there is 
a future life provided through Christ 
for all mankind, and that our course 
in the present life will have much to 
do with the stripes, or punishments, 
we shall receive here or in the future 
life—necessary to fit us for Divine 
favor apd everlasting life.

Bodies’’— Sacrifices. 
pup might reform his life, and have 
a knowledge of Jesus and of the life 
to come secured through His death, 


and yet, with ^jj Jja a ^conversion, be­ 
lief and reformation of life, he might 
not be a Christian at ail, in the Bible 
sense of .that term. 
We would not 
by this discourage anybody from tak­ 
ing the reformatory steps already out­ 
lined. 
We would, on the contrary, 
encourage 
them 
so to do. 
These 
steps are necessary before anything 
further can expect to be attained. 
Ag already stated, reformation and 
righteous living commend themselves 
to a1! intelligent minds as right and 


vidual himself as well as to the world 
of mankind. 
Let us discuss Chris­ 
tianity, not from the ordinary stand­ 
point, which classes every civilized 
person as a Christian, but from the 
Bible standpoint, which assures us 
that if any man is a Christian he is a 
New Creature—“old things have pass­ 
ed away; all things 
have 
become 
new'.” 
This does not mean that a Chris­ 
tian is living a reformed life merely; 
nor that he bas attained the condition 
of absolute perfection, in which he is 
sinless in thought, word and act. 
It 
merely means that a Christian has 
entered a new life; lie is a New’ Crea­ 
ture; old ambitions, hopes, projects 
and aims, however 
honorable 
and 
good, have passed away in the pres­ 
ence of new’ ambitions, new hopes, 
new' aims. 
This is what the Apostle 
had 
in 
mind 
when saying “that I 
might win Christ.” 
What Winning Christ Means. 
To appreciate our text we must 
first appreciate the general outline 
of the Gospel—the Divine Plan of 
I^ove for human recovery from sin 
and death. That Plan was first of all 


I declared 
to 
Abraham—that 
God 
would eventually bless all the fami­ 
lies of the earth, and that the bless­ 
ing would come through his posterity. 
In thee and in thy Seed shall all the 
nations of the earth be blessed.—Ga­ 
latians 3:8, 16, 23. 
Later on, God revealed that Abra­ 
ham’s seed would constitute a special 
Kingdom class, which would rule all 
nations for their uplift. When Isreal, 
by failing to keep the law’, failed to 
prove itself the holy nation fit for the 
Divine service, God revealed that He 
would send a special messenger of 
the Covenant: and that through Him, 
as Prophet, Priest and King, the holy 
nation 
w’ould 
be 
established; and 
later on it would be given the glory 
and honor, the rule of the w’orld. 
Our Lord Jesus at His First Advent 
began the work 
of 
selecting 
this 
Kingdom class. 
First of all, He laid 
the broad foundation by dying for the 
sins of the whole world. 
Then from 
amongst the redeemed ones He began 
to select the members of the King­ 
dom. 
And this has been the work of 
this entire Gospel Age. 
Everything 
else on earth has been secondary to 
this, the Divine purpose. 
Soon the selective, or elective, work 
will be finished. 
Soon it will be de­ 
termined who will be of the King­ 
dom class. 
God’s determination will 
be manifested in the fact that the 
overcomers will all be sharers in the 
I First or Chief Resurrection, 
to 
he 
priests unto God and unto Christ and 
to reign with Him on the earth.— 
Rev. 20:6. 
“Abraham’s Seed, and Heirs.” 
All who will be of that select King­ 
dom class will be members of the 
foretold Seed of Abraham. Jesus was 
or Abrahamic stock through His mi­ 
raculous birth; and after He had laid 
down His life sacrificially and was 
raised from the dead by the glory of 
the Father, no more a man. hut a 
New’ Creature of the Divine nature, 
He then was Abraham’s Seed on the 
spirit plane. His Church, called to be 
of the Kingdom class, are to be Abra­ 
ham’s Seed on the same spirit plane. 
We are not ignoring the fact that 
Abraham has an earthly seed as well, 
and that to it belong certain earthly 
promises. 
We are merely pointing 
out that the Scriptures clearly teach 
that the earthly seed cannot have its 
share in the work of blessing others 
until first the Heavenly 
Seed, 
the 
Scriptural 
Seed 
of Abraham, shall 
have been perfected in the First Res­ 
urrection. 
God showed the two seeds 
in the statement to Abraham, “I will 
multiply thy seed as the stars of hea­ 
ven (the spiritual, the Church) and 
as the sand which is upon the sea­ 
shore” (the earthly).—Genesis 22:17. 
St. Paul tells us that this Seed of 
Abraham. Jesus and the Church, spir­ 
it begotten, are unitedly the Church. 
Using a human body as an illustra­ 
tion, he speaks of the anointed Jesus 
as the Head, and of each one of the 
Church as a member of the Body of 
Christ 
Thus we read, 
“If 
ye 
be 
Christ’s then are ye Abraham’s Seed, 
and heirs according to the promise.” 
(Galatians 3:16, 29.) 
Thug we see 
that St. Paul was anxious to win a 
membership in the Body of Christ. 
tliQ Church. 
The apostle, of course, was a mem­ 
ber of the church from the time of 
bis begetting of the Holy Spirit. But 
there are two bodies of Christ, if we 
may so ©express the matter. One is 
the probationary body of the present 
t !me, the other the actual body of 
the future. All fully consecrated be­ 
lievers are members 
of 
tho proba­ 
tionary church, or 
body 
of Christ, 
from the moment they receive tho 
begetting of the Holy Spirit Thence­ 
forth they are to fight a good fight, to 
run a successful race, that they may 
v in the glorious position which Go! 
bas invited them to fill. 
St. Paul, after years 
of christian 
life and growth in grace, in knowl­ 
edge and in the spirit of the Lord. 
was reviewing his own course, with 


fry talent that he possessed. Nor did 
he think that he had done some great 
thing. For he counted 
all that ho 
had sacrificed as unworthy 
of men­ 
tion, so great was his appreciation 
of the blessings which had come to 
the Gospel church. 
It is the most 
wonderful ofter that the great Crea­ 
tor ever made; and we have reason 
to 
believe 
that 
there 
w’ill 
never 
again be made any’ offer to compare 
with it, 
The invitation is 
not 
merely to 
joint heirship with 
Christ 
in 
His 
Messianic kingdom 
of 
a thousand 
years for the blessing and uplifting 
of humanity. It means, oh! so much 
more* The faithful 
ones 
will 
be 
made partakers of the Divine nature 
and glory, honor 
and 
immortality; 
and they shall be 
with 
their Lord 
sharers in His glorification, next to 
the Father through all eternity. 
The Apostles Not Exceptions. 
Some will say, Ah, yes, the narrow 
way was for Jesus and the apostles, 
but not for the 
remainder 
of 
the 
church. Go J is not expecting sacri­ 
fices from the church, nor does Ho 
7 urpose to give them a share with I 
Jesus and the apostles Iii the king- ( 
dom honors and glories. 
We answer. Let us not be wiser 
than God. 
His Word declares that 
the aportles were set forth as exam­ 
ples to the church; and they exhort 
us to walk in the footsteps of Jesus 
and their footsteps as they followed 
Him. They tell us that “we are all 
called in the one hope of our calling.” 
And they assure us that is is possi­ 
ble for the poorest, and 
by nature 
the meanest of all who 
accept 
the 
Divine invitation to make bis calling 
and election sure. 
To take any other view’ is to con­ 
tradict the Bible; and to take the 
Bible is to contradict all the creeds 
and 
human 
theories, 
which 
long 
enough have made the Word of God 
meaningless to all. It Is high time 
that we allow’ 
God s 
Word 
to 
be 
heard, and that we take His Word at 
its full value. 
The Bible Election Is Different. 
I well know 
the 
objection 
that 
many have to the doctrine of elec­ 
tion. I know’ how' opposed to It I was 
myself until I saw how different is 
the Bible election from the election 
which Brother Calvin taught. In the 
Bible election, God does 
the nomi­ 
nating, and each 
nominated person 
either makes his 
calling 
and elec­ 
tion sure or fails to do so. The re­ 
sponsibility lies with the individual 
favored with a knowledge of God’s 
truth, which knowledge constitutes a 
call. 
Furthermore, 
the 
Bible 
election 
works no injury 
to 
the 
non-elect. 
Quite the contrary. 
The election u? 
the kingdom class, along the lines of 
character development, obedience to 
God and self-sacrifice, 
is 
for 
the 
very 
purpose 
of 
qualifying 
these 
elect ones for 
the 
great 
w’ork to 
which they are called. The elect seed 
Ol Abraham Is called Tot the purpose 
of blessing all the families 
of 
the 
earth. 
In the light of this view' of election 
bow’ reasonable are the Bible presen­ 
tations! 
Aud how' trials, difficultly 
and sacrifices, to which the church is 
subjected, are 
evidently 
necessary 
for our testing and development in­ 
to the character 
likeness 
of 
the 
lord! And thus they are a prepara­ 
tion for a share with Him 
in 
His 
future work. 
A knowledge of the Divine plan is 
very valuable to all who seek to run 
the race. If we knew not the object 
cf our trials 
and 
difficulties, 
how 
could we so well learn 
to 
endure 
them patiently? But if we know' that 
God is thus giving us lessons to pre­ 
pare us for His service in Messiah’s 
kingdom, how’ it changes the aspect 
of the entire matter! 
- As St. Paul declared, we may even 
come to the place where we shall re­ 
joice in 
tribulation, 
knowing that 
tribulation worketh patience and pa­ 
tience experiences, 
and 
experience 
hope, because the 
love 
of God 
is 
shed abroad in our hearts and be­ 
cause we realize that the developing 
of the fruits and graces of the Holy 
Spirit is a 
preparation, 
and 
that 
thus, as St. Paul says, “An entrance 
shall be ministered unto us abund­ 
antly into 
the 
everlasting kingdom 
of our 1-ord and Savior.” 
What of Those Who Fail? 
The Scriptures plainly 
show* that 
the two classes will fail to win the 
prize, even after having been begot­ 
ten of the Holy Spirit. One of these 
classes the Scriptures liken 
to 
tho 
sow who returns to her wallowing in 
the mire, losing the 
spirit ,^of the 
Lord, the spirit of truth and 
.aban­ 
doning their consecration altogether 
(II Peter 2:22.) These will die the 
second death. Whether their number 
is large or small is not 
for 
us to 
fudge. We may reasonably hope that 
such unfaithful 
characters 
do net 
predominate. 
Then comes another class that the 
Scriptures declare will fail to get the 
kingdom prize. Although members of 
the body of Christ now in the present 
life, they will not 
be 
among 
the 
‘'more than conquerors,” who will Tm 
members of the 
body 
beyond th "J 


tell. Therefore, 
may safely with­ 
hold judgment in 
matter. 


T he Scriptures *eU bs that while 
these love the truth, appreciate their 
covenant of sacrifice, yet they fa^ to 
complete 
the 
sacrifice 
they 
had 
agreed to make; and their hindrance 
is their lack of sufficient love for the 
Lord and His work. 
Their 
lack of 
zeal leads them to hold back from 
sacrifice, although they do not draw 
back to willful sin, as do the Otho- 
class. They hold back through fear 
of death, writes the apostle; “Who 
through fear of death were all the*r 
life time subject to 
bondage,’• 
ro. 
strained from going on in the foot­ 
steps of Jesus and the apostles 
to 
make their election sure. 
The Scriptures represent that this 
class, held back through the fear of 
the dying process, the sneers of the 
world, etc., will be 
accounted 
un­ 
worthy of a place iii the body 
of 
Christ, th? 
royal 
priesthood, 
but 
will be among 
the 
antitypical 
vitos, who will have a service to per­ 
form in conjunction with the king­ 
dom class. 
But 
the attainment of 
this honor will be only after a dem­ 
onstration of full loyalty to God 
In conclusion, I exhort all who pro­ 
fess to be God s people to learn to 
esteem properly 
the 
value 
of this 
“pearl of great price,” w hich God is 
row offering to 
us 
through 
Jesus. 
Only by the loss, the sacrifice, of all 
earthly things will this highest posi­ 
tion on the heavenly plane be attain­ 
ed: but. as St. Paul points out, it is 
cheap at the price, and all that we 
have to give for it is but as dross in 
comparison.
